SAYS SLAYER’S WIFE 


Woman Gets Revolver 
and Puts It in Hand. of 
Husband After He Had 
Been Attacked, She Says. 


Jack Pierce, 38 years old, of 708 
Chestnut street, was shot to death 
at 1 o'clock Sunday afternoon by 
Harry J. Williams, 51 years old, 
who lives in a tent opposite 804 
Simpson street. The shooting oc- 
€frrea in the front yard of Wil- 
liams’ tent-home, The slayer then 
went to the Fulton county Tower 
and surrendered himseif. 

Pierce, mortally wounded with @ 
bullet through his neck and another 
jodged in his fotehead, was placed 
in an automobile and rushed to a 
local hospital, but died on the way. 

Accotding to reports of the trag- 
edy. Pierce went to the tent of 
Williams at 1 o’elock, in an ugly 
Williams and his wife de- 
clare he was intoxicated. Pierce 
walked up to Williams. who was 
sitting on a bench in front of his 
tent. There, it is alleged, Pierce 
deliberately began abusing Wil- 
liams, who would not.at first listen 
to him. 

Says Visitor Was Angered. 

Becoming angry at his silence, 
Williams asserted, the visitor then 
struck him, first with his bare fist 
and then with a blunt-edged piece 
of brass, which he took from his 
Williams, 
cork leg, could not defend himself 
against the assaults, and arose and 
tried to walk away. He asserted 
that Pierce continued his assault. 

Williams’ wife, who witnessed the 
affair from the interior of the tent, 
came into the yard and tried to in- 
terfere, but she claims that she was 
shoved aside by the now infuriated 
Pierce. It is claimed that Pierce 
picked up a heavy, pointed rock 
and aimed it at Williams’ head. 

rs. Williams, in the meantime, 
Oe we oo to her own statement, 
rushed into the tent and secured a 
pistol which she took to the yard 
and placed into the hands of her 
husband, who .was bleeding pro- 
fusely about the head and neck 
from wounds inflicted by Pierce's 
assault. ; 

Williams declares he again at- 
tempted to get out of the way of 
his assailant’s onrush, but as Pierce 
leveled the rock at his head, he says 


gee fired in self-defense, but the first 


shot he deliberately shot wild. The 
rock which Pierce hurled went wild 
and he picked up another and pre- 
pared to throw it at his victim. 
Williams Fires Again. 

As a last resort, Williams declar- 
ed, fearing for his own life, he fired 
again, the ‘bullet striking Pierce in 
the neck. Again Pierce charged, it is 
claimed, and Williams fired again. 
As the last bullet entered Pierce’s 


head, he sank to the ground. 


Williams was badly beaten and 
eut about the head. He declares 
that he fired only in self-defense, 
this statement being corroborated 
by his wife, who witnessed the 
shooting. 

Pierce had an automobile in front 
of the tent and he was immediate- 
ly placed in this and rushed toward 
Grady hospital, but death occurred 
before he reached that institution. 
A half hour later Williams entered 
the Fulton county Tower and sur- 

dered himself. 

illiams and his wife allege that 
Pierce came to the tent drunk, and 
accused Williams of having aided 
county officers in a recent liquor 
raid on a tent in close proximity 
to‘the one occupied by Willlars 
and his family. . Wiliiams denies 
this charge, but asserted that Pierce 
was too ‘drunk to be amenable to 
reason. 

Detectives Investigate. 

City detectives investigated the 
case, although the home of Williams 
{# located just outside of the city 
ifmits. In a statement issued Sun- 
day night, they said information re- 
ceived by them from two men, who 
claim to have been eyewitnesses of 
the shooting, did not agree with the 
allegations made by Williams and 
his wife.

BOOM HAS BEGUN 
IN TEXTILE TRADE 


Cotton Brokers and Man- 
ufacturers See Big Busi- 
ness Here, As Mills Run 
Full Time. 


Boston, September 4.—The pre- 
dicted fall boom in the textile in- 
dustry has begun. 

It developed almost overnight. 
The government report of a 49.3 per 
cent cotton crop and a great in- 
crease in wool consumption are the 
principal factors which have stirred 
up the respective markets with the 
consequent stimulation of manu- 
facturing. 

Cotton brokers and manufacturers 
who were spurning ll-cent cotton 
@ month ago are now scrambling to 
buy at 18 cents a pound and betting 
that it will hit 22 cents witrin two 
months. The woolen and worsted 
manufacturing industry has come 
out of the slump, wool consumption 
in the United States having jumped 
from. approximately 24,000,000 
pounds a month to approximately 
60,000,000 pounds. 

Textile authorities. believe that 
this recovery is but a forerunner of 
a similar return to normal in the 
other industries of the country, 
pointing out that the chief handi- 
cap against such a return has been 
a general jack of confidence and 
absence of leadership. 


Full Time Work. 


Reports to the United News from 
the great textile cities of New Eng- 
land show that the demand for tex- 
tiles has reached such strength as 
to bring mill operation close to 990 
per cent normal, The great majori- 
ty of the mills are running, or about 
to run, on a full time basis, and 
aome of them are running day and 
night. 

In Fall River, cotton mills which 
have been either on part time or 
closed down completely will reopen 
on full time after Labor day. Mer- 
chants, recognizing the arrival of 
the boom, have notified clerks laid 
otf during the slack period that 
their jobs will be. ready for them 


Following the annual 10-day va- 


‘cation, all the Lawrence mills will 


reopen on full time for the first 
time since the nation-wide business 
depression began nearly two years 
axo. 

The great mills of the American 
Woolen company, employing about 
20.000 operatives, will be on full 
time again with more than 90 per 
cent of all departments running, it

De Valera Contends, He 
Says in Note, For “Gov- 
ernment by Consent of 
the Governed.”

London, September 4.—The dail 
eireann’s reply to the British prime 
minister, signed by Eamon de Val- 
era, Which was made public in Lon- 
don and Dublin simultaneously §to- 
day had been preceded in the Brit- 
ish and [righ press by a number of 
apparently inspired statements that 
it would create a very grave situa- 
tion. Perusal of the reply, how- 
ever, affords little reason to fear 
the immediate breakdown of the 
negotiations uhless the cabinet 
council meeting Wednesday to con- 
sider it should decid~ to impose a 
time limit within which Ireland 
must accept or reject the govern- 
ment’s proposals. 

The reply shows that Mr. de Val 
era and the dail eireann have not 
receded in the slightest from the 
position formerly adopted. It jn- 
Sists that the British government's 
proposals are not an invitation to 
enter into a free and willing part- 
nership with the nations of the 
British commonwealth but that the 
conditions Mr, Lloyd-George seeks 
to impose would divide Ireland in- 
to two arificial and mutually de- 
structive states. It insists that 
the plenipotentiaries must enter a 
conference untramméled by any 
conditions but, with that proviso, 
Says that the dail eireann is ready 
to appoint plenipotentiaries.

“Federal forces have entirely re- 
Placed miners and state and county 
forces in the disturbed area,” said

COTTON FABRIC 
PRICES INCREASE; 
GRAIN UNSETTLED 


Resistance to a further lowering 
of wholesale commodity prices is be- 
cOming more pronounced, and last 
week 29 recessions and 50 advances 
appear in the comprehensive list 
compiled by Dun's Review. A sim- 
ilar comparison for the preceding 
week disclosed 50 reductions and 38 
increases, while 62 of the 92 changes 
in last week a year ago were down- 


ward. 


The grain markets were unsettled 
last week, although price fluctua- 
tions were confined within a com- 
paratively narrow range. Wheat de- 
rived sOme support from a sizable 
decrease in the visible supply ang 
an active export demand, but though 
these influences were partially off- 
set by large Canadian receipts and 
a diminution of domestic buying, a 
good net gain was established. Rye, 
oats and barley also tended upward, 
but corn was depressed by free 
country offerings and increased crop 
estimates. Live meats were in lim- 
ited demand, and the price trend, 
as a whole, was downward. Provi- 
sions moved irregularly with ad- 
vances in some products about coun- 
ter-balancing declines in others. 
Heavy receipts, together with mod- 
erate consumptive buying, weaken- 
ed the position of butter, but cheese 
held firm. Eggs of desirable qual- 
ity were strengthened by the hot

vity to work as a stage attache, and 
later at Ponce de Leon park when 
it was an amusement resort...

Debate Future.

Fundamental Cause. 


This question of unionization is 
the fundamental cause for dis- 
turbance. 

Miners also demand that the mine 

guard and private detective system 
be abolished in the state. Opera- 
tors insist this evil, if it ever did 
exist. has been eradicated. They 
blame “labor agitators” for all 
trouble. 
The struggle, involving the open 
shop, is greater than that of the 
southwestern part of Tennessee.

“If a farmer went out into his 
field, planted his seed without prop- 
erly preparing and fertilizing the 
soil, and then went off and left the 
erop. to grow as it might, outlive 
and outgrow the weeds, and then 
returned to the field at harvest 
time expecting a big yield, you 
would call him a fool, woulgn't you” 
Then, what do you think of the fel- 
lew who rents or buys a Store, fills 
it with goods and sits down and 


epee 


waits for the trade to come in: 
The moral, as pointed by the 
above, and emphasized by the Tif- 


ton paper is— 

“What thorough preparation of 
the soil, fertilizing and careful at- 
réntion will do for the farmer's 
erpops, advertising will do for the 
merchunt’s business.” 


That says it all—in a nutshell; 
and now that there is more of lo- 
cal and general prosperity in sigbt, 


at the beginning of a splendid 
harvest season, it is gratifying to 
note the énterprise displayed by 
the merchants of the smaller 
towns in bidding for fall business 
through the advertising columns | 
of their home papers. 

‘In numerous instances they are 
investing in pages of advertising 
space, and incidentally they are 
thereby giving the towns where 
they do business a lot of fine and | 
iree advertising. | 

For the merchant cannot boost 
his own busiuéss without boosting 
that of his town and section. 

Ome of the best evidences of re- 
‘urning prosperity is in this ad- 
vertising of the wide-awake home 
merchants. Business is brighten- 
ing, and they are going after it in 
the right way. 
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BATH-TUB GOSPEL 
“For the dual purpose of raising 
the rural health standard and add- 
ing to the all-round attractiveness 
of life on the farm, the Washing: 
ton State college, located at Pull- 
man, Wash., has employed a spe- 
cialist to go about the state, as 
The. Spokane Spokesman-Review 
puts it, with nothing to do but 
“preach the gospel of the bathtub 
to the farmer.” 

It is a commendable departure 
if a new field of agricultural col- 
lege service, and one that is 
worthy of general emulation. 

Until comparatively recent years 
the rural bathtub was a novelty, 
even in the homes of the most 
affluent farmers; and even now 
the average prosperous rural 
home—to say nothing of the more 
modest ones—is lacking in sanita- 
tion facilities, including, of course, 
the soul-satisfying, heaith-giving, 
tub. : 

-QOur Spokane contemporary cites 
the fact that— 


‘#4 federal report about agricul- 
ture in Indiana recently disclosed 
that In one county there are 500 
automobiles owned by farmers, but 
that only three farmneouses have 


bathrooms.” 

“This,” says The Spokesman- 
Review, “is & deplorable condition, 
and ought not to be allowed to 
continue a day after the farmer 
has means to supply his premises 
| with sanitary equipment,” continu. 


ing— 


. for cotton seed; for formerly un- 


| not be heavy. but seems to be with- 
in the means of every farmer. A 
good water system in the rural 
home is an actual] necessity, not a 
luxury merely. Running water in 
the kitchen means much relief to 
the housekeeper, and a bathroom 
in the house means comfort for 
every inmate. It seems strange 
that so few farmers have these sani- 
tary conveniences within and with- 
out the home. They cost little, and 
they repay the outlay a thousand- 
fold.” , 


This holds equally true to every 
state in the union. 

The “gospel of the bathtub” 
should be preached assiduously in 
every rural community; and it is’ 
a gospel that cannot be over- 
preached! 


BAGASSE. 
Webster uefines bagasse a8 
“sugar-cane refuse 4s delivered 


from the crushing mill.” 

It is that “waste” substance so 
common in the south, tons upon 
tons of which has annually for 
years been cast aside to clutter 
up the landscape and cane-mill 
surroundings on southern farms 
and to dispose of which has al- 
ways been a source of annoyance 
to the planter. 

But just as utilitarian uses of 
great value were eventually found 


desirable soft woods, from which 
we now get paper; for straw and 
inedible grasses, from which hats, 
mats, etc., are made, so, it is said 
upon responsible authority, that 
begasse has been found to be a 


useful produc* as a_ building 


material. 

A mill in Louisiana a short time 
ago turned out a bagasse board 
twelve feet wide and 800 feet in 
length, capable of being sawed 
into enough “lumber” to side a 
good-sized house. 

The Dallas (Texas) News re- 
cently discussed the utility of 
bagasse, and its availability ‘as 
a lumber substitute, in part as 
follows: 

“For one thing, it is waterproof. 
For another, it can be sawed and 
nailed like any other lumber. It 
weighs but six-tenths of a pound 
per square foot, which is, of course, 
much lighter than ordinary wood.

WHAT INVASION MEANS 


BY FRANK H. SIMONDS 


Returning travelers from Europe 
continue to bring the familiar mes- 
sage that the dominating emotion 
of the French people remains a 
dread of a new German invasion, 


following the rapid. recuperation of 
the German nation. We have had 
ever since the war endless statistics 
of the material injury done _ to 
France by the German methods 
from the moment of the outbreak 
of the conflict to the end of the 
war. We have also had statistics 
without limit as to the work of 
reconstruction, But the recent 
French census supplies the first of- 
ficial evidence of the least repar- 
abl of all injuries, that done to 
the human clement. 

Looking at these statistics, it is 
possible to appreciate a little more 
exactly the French emotion, At the 
moment of the outbreak of the war 
France was a country of 39,601,000 


ir.habitants living On an area of 
207,100 square miles. In March of 
the present year the population of 
France on the same territory was 
37,500,000. Thus the war had cost 
France 2,100,000, Recalling that 
the battle losses were 1,400,000, it 
vill be seen that France lost 700.- 
000 more of her population by ex- 
cess Of deaths over births in the 
war period than was represented by 
the casualties of conflict. In real- 
ity the loss was greater because 
there were in March of this year 
more than 300,000 more foreigners 
in France than in the preceding 
census time, so, that the French 
population of France had actually 
declined upwards of 2,500,000 hav- 
ing fallen from 388,500,000 to less 
than 36,100,000. 
Meaning Brought Home.

As there 
was comparatively little devastation 
and only brief fighting in all but 
one corner of this region, the decline 
in population here must be traced in 
large part to the expulsion or emi- 
gration of the German settlers who 
flocked in after 1871. Also, the 
French garrisons are much smaller 
than those maintained by the Ger- 
mans, which also explains the de- 
cline. 
Compared with Germany. 

Despite her terrific losses during 
the war, France comes out of it 
with only a relatively Slight de- 
cline in actual population, but this 
fact does not serve in the least to 
minimize the bitter significance of 
the census returns fOr the regions 
which the Germans occupied and 
laid waste to during the war which 
they deliberately waged against 
France with the express purpose of 
eliminating the French inhabitants 
from the great inustrial regions and 
annexing al] of France north of line 
between Belfort and the Somme, 

Comparing French with German 
census returns, following the Ger- 
man figures of 1919, it appears that 
the German population declined 
fom 64,900,000 in 1911 to 60,900,000 
in 1919, but the German losse8 dre 
due almost exclusively to the sur- 
render of territory and with few 
exceptions the returns’ indicate 
either a slight gain or a stationary 
condition for the regions which re- 
main German, This means that the 
high birth rate of Germany made 
good the human loss of battle and 
of war from year to year, France, 
on the contrary, with a very low 
birth rate, lost 2,500,000 from her 
smaller population in the same pe- 
riod. 

It is interesting to note, however, 
that the official figures for 1920, 
the first -year of approximately 


complete demobilization in France, 
show a surplus of birth over deaths 
of 160,000, a figure unapproached 
in recent times. Thus the total of 
births was 334,000 as against 403,- 
000 in 1919, while the deaths were 
only 674,000 as compared. with 788,- 
000 in 1913, the last year of fight- 
ing. The surplus of deaths over 
births in France in 1919 was 217,- 
000, in 1918 390,000, thus an excess 
of births over deaths of 160,000 last 
year shows a marked change,

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HEALTH TALKs |

CANCER OF THE TONGUE, 

According to Dr. Joseph C. Blood- 
good, of Baltimore, the exciting 
cauSe of cancer of the tongue in a 
series of 260 cases was prolonged 
irritation by (a) tobacco and the 


repeated burns from smoking, (b) 
continuous irritation or _. slight 
wounds produced by dirty, rough 
teeth or by improperly made or fit- 
ted plates. Dr. Bloodgood declares 
that in carefully taken histories of 
cases of cancer of the tongue there 
is scarcely a record of an individ- 
ual who has not réceived ample 
warning in the form of some defi- 
nite local lesion of the tongue which 
has-been present for months, and 
usually years, before the develop- 


ment of the cancer. 


The importance of knowing that 
such conditions ‘lead to cancer of 
the tongue lies in the interesting 
fact that the only effective treat- 
ment for cancer, operation, gives a 
permanent cure if applied in the 
early stage in over. 60 per cent of 
the cases; whereas, if applied only 
after the cancer has reached an ad- 
vanced stage, less than 30 per cent 
of cures are obtained. This is much 
the same story as in cancer in other 
situations—procrastination is fatal. 
The postponement of radical surgi- 
cal treatment operative removal of 
the degenerated structure—even for 
a week lJonger than is absolutely 
necessary amounts to flirting with 
death. 

Good dentistry must be given due 
credit as a definite preventive of 
cancer of the tongue. It is true 
economy, after all, to have the best 
dentist, not the cheapest. But the 
deplorable habit of keeping broken 
or Various teeth or stumps or defec- 
tive dentures in the mouth merely 
because they seem to cause no Ss€- 
rious present trouble, is obviously 
a dangerous habit. It is a strange 
thing that so many people who pre- 
tend to be clean, self-respecting 
citizens, frequently harbor’ these 
conditions in their mouths rather 
than seek good dental services—and 
these people wonder why they de- 
velop 80 called “rheumatism, 
“stomach trouble,” and all kinds 
of systemic results of their septic 
mouth conditions. 

The most common warning of 
tongue cancer, Dr. Bloodgood finds, 
is the condition known as leuko- 
plakia, single or multiple white 
patches or diffuse white patches on 
the tongue or elsewhere in the 
mouth. When such patches. are 
present, the use of tobacco must be 
stopped at once and never resumed. 
The teeth must be put in the most 
hygienic possible state by the den- 
ist and kept so by frequent visits 
to the dentist. It may take four 
ye@rs for the leukoplakia to disap- 
pear. 

The second most cOmmon warn- 
ing is an irritated spot adjoining 
ragged, dirty teeth. The same treat- 
ment iS required. 

Dr. Bloodgood holds that local 
treatment of leukoplakia or of the 
irritated spot opposite ragged teeth 
by X-ray, radium or cauS8tics of any 
kind is unwise.. The cause should 
be removed first—the defective 
teeth, the irritation of tobacco. 
Then, if the condition does not im- 
prove steadily. thorough surgical 
excision including a good margin of 
healthy tissue, is the treatment 
which has proved most effective,

Washington, September 4.—Secre- 
tary of Commerce Hoover has reor- 
ganized the government’s foreign 
trade service 89 as to place informa- 
tion regarding foreign trade before 


American business men in @ more 
constructive and intelligible form. 

In the vast, a vast amount of ma- 
terial has been gathered from ail 
parts of the world by a staff of 600 
foreign observers including commer- 
cial attaches, consular agents, trade 
commissioners, special agents and 
others. This has been presented t® 
the public in a mass of daily re- 
ports, unsystematized except on a 
geographical basis. 

The reorganized bureau of foreign 
and domestic commerce will have a 
threefold objective. 

First—Specialists in different 
great industrial divisions will give 
expert direction to the foreign 
agents as to what information from 
their territories is of importance. 

Second—Close communication with 
trade associations in different indus- 
tries will be maintained, in order 
to ascertain the character of infor- 
mation desired. 

Third—The material received from 


the government agents will be editedas 


and prepared in @ more practical 
way. 

Thus far eleven divisions have 
been established. They deal with 
iron and steel, lumber, industrial ma- 
chinery, electrical equipment. and 
supplies, foodstuffs, automotive 
equipment, fuels, textiles, shoes and 
jeather products, agricultural] imple- 
ments and vehicles and hubber prod- 
ucts. The men in charge of the vae 
rious divisions have been chosen 
from the leading American indus- 
tries with which they are to deal.

© agzTeement reached in the con- 
ferences, which terminated late Sat- 
urday night, has the complete sanc- 
tion of President Obregon, who de- 
scribed it as a “happy and satisfac- 
tory solution to all concerned.” The 
American oil men who partilcipated 
in the conferences asserted they 
were contented with results ob- 
tained and were prepared to leave 
immediatley for the United States. 
Conferencés between the Mexican 
government and five great American 
ofl companies looking toward an ad- 
justment of problems growing out 
of recent decrees regarding the ex- 
port of oil. from Mexico have been 
terminnated,” said a formal state- 
ment given out early today by 
Adolfo de La Huerta, secretary of 
the treasury. “The result of these 
conferences has been satisfactory, 
without damaging the interests of 
the Mexican nation or the interna- 
tional policy of ‘Mexico, and a de- 
cision favoradle to both parties 
has been reached. 
New Regulations. 


“It has been agreed that in new 
regulations on charges for export 
taxation of oil, created by the de- 
cree of June 7, last, it will be ar- 
ranged that payments may be made 
up to December 21, next. Payment 
of these taxes will bé made every 
three months, and not monthly, as 
was established by the decree. There 
still remaina few points in detail to 
be discussed, but wihch the oil com- 
panies have agreed to accept afte: 
studying certain information and 
data, after their representatives 
have arrived in New York clty. 
Wihen they have done this, the full 
details agreed upon will be definitely 
arranged. 

“The decree of May 24 of last year 
did not suffer any modification, and 
the payment of taxes due in accordad- 
ance with that decree will be made 
by the companies represented in 
the conference on Monday of next 
week, when they will renew opera- 
tions. I can also affirm, without 
false modesty, that the satisfactory 
result arrived at was in accordance 
with Instructions received from the 
president, to which I added my ap- 
proval during the conferences.” 

Trouble Indicated. 


There were many indications at 
noon Saturday that things were not 
moving smoothly behind the closed 
doors ‘of the treasury department, 
and there were many hurflea con- 
ferences between Secretary de La 
Huerta and President Obregon in 
the latter’s office. After a four- 
hour conference there was an ad- 
journment until 6 o’clock, at which 
hour the oil men appeared promntiv 
They were closeted with the secre- 
tary almost three hours, and then 
newspaper photographers were sud- 
denly called tlinto the conference 
room, giving a hint that persone! 
relations between the conferees 
were cordial. 

A few minutes later, the oil men 
filed out of the chamber, but main- 
tained their policy of silence. They 
said Secretary de La Huerta had 
been appointed the officia! and.sole 
spokesman. The secretary later ad- 
mitted thatan agreement had been 
reached and that it lacked onlv 
the president's signature to make it 
official, The secretary left imme- 
diatley for ChapulMepec castle and, 
within an hour, he was joined by 
the ofl méeén, who called to pay 
their final respects to President 
Obregon. Formal announcement of 
the successful determination of the 
conference was delayed until #fte- 
midnight. 

Oll Men Satisfied.

Commends Report 
Of Grand Jurymen 
On Family Altars 


In its report recommending the 
re-establishment of the tamily 
prayers in the home as the best 
remedy for curing growing ten- 
dency toward vice, the Fulton coun- 
ty grand jury simply expressed its 
realization of what the churches of 
the nation have been preaching for 
all time, Rev. W. J. DeBardeleben, 
pastor of the Payne Memorial 
church, announced in his sermon de- 
livered before a large congregation 
Sunday night. 

“The grand jury has come to 
realize that there is no legal cure 
for the conditions that exist now 
and that the Christian religion is 
the only thing that can save the 
situation,” the minister said. 

Taking the text, “God forbid that 
I glory save in the cause of Jesus,” 
Rev. Mr. DeBardeleben applied the 
principles of this text to his utter- 
ances concerning the report of the 
grand jury and the _ destruction 
which he said sin is wreaking on 
all sides. 

“There is no limit and no bounds 
to the destruction now being 
wrought not only among our men 
and women but among our children. 
The recommendation of the grand 
jury of Fulton county is timely. 
It has been found that no law can 
remedy the conditions wnicn exist 
but the real remedy lies in the 
Christian religion. The law deals 
only with results. Christianity 
goes deeper and to the root of the 
thing. We must begin early to 
educate our children in religion just 
as we educate them in everything 
else, if wé are to eradicate the 
growing evils that confront us. An 
ounce of prevention should be our 
slogan,” he said. 

The minister discussed infanticide 
and the wrecking of womanhood 
which he said is increasing. Dis- 
cussing temperance and prohibition, 
he said the dealers in whisky are 
closely organized just as are the 
promoters of white slavery and 
other sinful trades. 

“The liquor runners are so close- 
ly organized that a revenue officer 
can’t start for the mountains with- 
out the signal being flashed in‘all 
directions,” he declared. 

Organization of the forces of re- 
ligion to combat the organized 
forces of sin is the remedy and the 
only remedy which will prevail, 
Rev. Mr. DeBardeleben declared.

Not City Cabaret 


But Rural Dances 


IMPROVED CONDITIONS 


BY JAMES L. KILGALLEN, 
United News Staff Correspondent. 
Chicago, September 4.—The rural 


barn dance, not the city cabaret, is 
what is worrying social workers. 

Mrs. Elizabetn L. andall, spe- 
cial agent of the United States so- 
clai hygiene board, after a five 
months’ investigation, has come to 
the conclusion that it is time for 
the women’s clubs in small cities 
and towns to wake up to the danger 
of the modern barn dance, unsuper- 
vised, with its attendant motor rides 
and moonshine, both kinds. She told 
the United News that some of these 
Places “beggar description.” 

“Old beer gardens, roadhouses and 
picnic grounds have become social 
centers, even more menacing to so- 
ciety than the black and tan cabarets 
of the city,” she said. “In a g 
city’s Worst cabarets the girls are 
already tough. But at these barn 
dances innocent, fun-loving girks are 
led astray by too much false ro- 
mance and moonshine. 

“Such music as they have at these 
rural dances! Barnyard crowing, I 
cal! it. Really, it cannot be termed 
medley. It is a weird combination 
of slow and shrill noises; Add moon- 
light and moonshine, and you can 
imagine the rest. I have been as- 
tounded by my investigation. 

“Those hip to hip contortions 
known as the shimmy and toddle 
would disappear if dance hall man- 
agers were forced to increase the 
candle power and tempo. They give 
altogether too many ‘moonlights.’ 
Every other dance or 80 is a ‘moon- 
light,’ and the music is entirely too 
slow. The orchestra should keep the 
tempo up to 75. The musicians 
would prefer to do this, too. One 
orchestra leader told me that this 
slow music spoils the players’ sense 
of rhythm. But the young people: 
demand it.” 


Battle Veterans 
Of Canada Settle 


As Homesteaders 


With Government Aid, For- 
mer Soldiers Farm Nearly 
Five Million Acres: 


BY WILLIAM SYAVENS MeNUTT,

Ottawa, September 4.—Returned 
Canadian soldiers have bought or 
homesteaded land in their native 
country to the extent of 4,854,799 
acres under the supervision and 
with the aid of the soldier gettle- 
ment board. 

When one considers that Canada 
has under crop a total of only 50,- 
000,000 acres, the magnitude of the 
soldier movement to the land can be 
appreciated. 

The government loaned returned 
soldiers a total of $80,371,750.48 for 
the purchase of land, stock, equip- 
ment and so forth. 'rhis loan was 
distributed among 19,771 returned 
Soldiers who wanted to take up 
farming and had not the initial, 
capital to start. 

Including those who did not re- 
quire financial assistance, the sol- 
dier settlement board has helped on 
to the land a total of 43,063 men out 
of 59,331 Who made application. Of 
those financially aided only 200 
have failed and been sold out to 
date. In the cases of the 200 closed 
out the investment of the board 
was $708,708.79 and the actual re- 
ceipts on the resale of the various 
properties were $711,335.89. 

Splendid Opportunity. 

The Canadian government has giv- 
en a splendid opportunity to her re- 
turned soldiers who want to go in 
for agriculture and in so doing has 
made a good investment, when’ the 
ultimate return of the country is 
considered, 

Officers of the soldier settlement 
board closely examined applicants 
for aid. If a man had not suffi- 
cient experience to insure an even 
break in the race for success as a 
farmér he was put in training at 
one of the farm training centers of 
which the board at one time operat- 
ed seven. He worked there under 
expert tutelage until he was de- 
clared fit to undertake the opera- 
tion of a farm of his own. 

Men were granted loans up to 
$7,500. The money was repayable in 
five years at 5 per cent, if borrowed 
for the purchase of equipment, and 
in 25 years at 5 per cent if borrowed 
for the purchase of land. ‘The re- 
turned soldiers who went on the 
land under this scheme bought a 
total of 2,153,184 acres of land, The 
rest settled on soldier grant land. 

Protected From Sharks. 

The men who bought farms were 
caretully protected from real estate 
Sharks and avaricious private own- 
ers. When the soldier had made 
the best bargain of which he was 
capable. an official of the board 
took a hand in the proceedings and 
placed a price acording to the value 
of the farm desired. The owner 
could meet this price or pass up the 
opportunity to sell. There Was no 
bargaining with the board official. 
In this way the board cut a total of 
$3, 32,421.86 from the total sum of 
the prices given by applicants as 
the lowest which the vendor would 
sell. During this year it is estima- 
ted that an area aggregating half a 
million acres of hitherto unbroken 
land has been plowed and put under 
crop by returned soldiers who might 
otherwise now Se complicating the 
unemployment situation which is 
acute in Canada. 

Files of the soldier settlement 
board headquarters here at Ottawa 
are filled with stories of courageous 
effort made by many returned men 
who went into the wilderness to 
hew out a home for themselves with 
the assistance of the government. 
Homesteading in far places is no 
more of a joke today than it was 
fifty years ago but many of the 
men have done wonders, : 

The men have not monopolized the 
opportunity to endure hardshi 
the sake of winning homes. There 
are stories of the widows of Cana- 
@ian soldiers who have gone on to 
the land With their small children 
and. financially aided by the board, 
have made homes for themselves 
and little ones and in so doing con- 
tributed productive farms to the 
dominion instead of becoming itin- 
erant workers or public charges. 

The work of aiding returned sol- 
diers to gain a footing on the land 
for which they fought makes a 
strong story adorning a bright page 
in the history of Canada.

HUGHES CONTENDS 
FUR “OPEN DOOR" 


. 


In New Note to Powers, 
Secretary of State Seeks 
Equal Rights for All 
Nations. 


Washington, September 4.—Secre- 
tary of State Hughes has made his 
second step in the American cam- 
paign for international recognition 
of the “open door” as a basic request 
of co-operative association among 
nations. 

In a note to the great powers, 
the second he has sent on the sub- 
ject, he goes further this time than 
in his previous communication, 
seeking to gain assent to changes 
in those agreements drafted to cov- 
er mandate awards under the treaty 
of Versailles. 

In his latest note, the text of 
Which is expected to be._made pub- 
lic this week, Hughes is understood 
to recommend a clause in all man- 
date agreements providing for rec- 
ognition of equal rights and op- 
portunities for all nations in the 
territory in question. 

The policy of the open door, as 
has been explained in these dis- 
patches before, is the fundamental 
principle, according to the present 
administration leaders, upon which 
co-operative understanding and ac- 
tion can be passed. It is. this rec- 
ognition, according to the best in- 
formation on the subject available 
at this writing, that the administra- 
tion demands as a_ starting point 
from which to develop its program 
for America’s new association of 
or with nations. It has been in- 
Sistently set before the world as 
the Harding-Hughes stepping-stone 
toward international agreements 
and the latest note of the American 
secretary of state on the subject is 
understood to emphasize, in spirit if 
not in actual wording, the belief 
that if America is to come out of 
her long-established position of iso- 
lation it must be on the basis of 
an international recognized princi- 
ple of equal rights and opportuni- 
ties for economic development of 
all nations everywhere.
